Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art does not show or suggest a basketball training device having a 
basketball hoop and a backboard said backboard having a fixed reflective surface 
attached on at least a portion of the front side of the backboard and having a member 
located between said hoop and backboard said member having a target whereby the 
target produces a reflective target bulls eye on the reflective surface of the backboard 
for shooting backboard shots.
